Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants argue that the Election/Restrictions requirement should 
be made in the beginning of the prosection. The Examiners responded that Applicants 1 amendment filed 9/25/2005 
included new claims 25-36 which are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to species which are distinct from 
the invention originally claimed (see Paper No. 1 12503, page 1). While claims 25, 28 and 29 were entered upon 
reconsideration (see Paper No. 022304, page 2), Applicants' repeated traversal to the restriction requirement 
(Remarks filed 4/5/2004, page 7) clearly renders the scope of the present application encompassing three independent 
and/or distinct inventions and also multiple independent and distinct speices. In order to expedite and move the 
prosecution forward, it becomes necessary for the Examiner to make an Election/Restrictions requirement, so as to 
clarify the exact scope of the instantly claimed invention. The Examiners suggest that Applicants may wish to include a 
proper request for rejoinder in the response for the species election, so as to be allowed together when an allowable 
species is found. 
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
